Tropical Storm 


Is Hovering Off

WILMINGTON, N. G.. July 16. 
(INS)—The U. S. weather bureau 
reported tonight that siorm warn- 
ings were beingi displayed along 
the coast from Wilmington to the 
Virginie capes as a tropical hur- 
ricane hovered in the Atlantic 
about 200 miles off Charleston, 
South Carolina,

Setup of Bank

BRETTON WOODS, N. H., July 
16.—4)—Having reached com- 
plete agreement on a plan for an 
international currency fund, the 
Unitall Nations monetary confer- 
ence worked today on details for 
a world reconstruction bank. 

Although there’ were many 
questions still to be settled, none 
is comparable to those which held 
up final approval of the fund 
plan for several days last week. 

The principal problem on the 
bank plan is the. schedule of 
quotas under which each nation 
will subscribe to the $10,000,000,- 
000 twar bank. But in the 
bank discussions many nations are 
arguing for smaller quotas. 

These nations argue that the 
war will leave them so imovver- 
ished it will be difficult to make 
a lJarge contribution to the insti- 
tution. However, the original pro- 
posal for the bank provides that’ 
a nation need put up only 20 per 
cent of its subscription in cur- 
rency and gold. e remainder 
would serve as a guarantee for 
loans the bank Thade. 

Of the total capitalization the 
United States quota was original- 
ly \set at $3,500,000,000 but there 
were unverified reports that the 
figure might be close to $4,000,- 
000,000 in the final draft.

NEW YORK, July 16.—(2)— 
Associated Press War Corre- 
spondent Toby Wient, in an eye- 
witness account of the first 
B-29 Superfortress raid against 
Japan on the “We, the People” 
broadcast tonight, declared “the 
B-29 is the basis for a global air 
force. It’s a lone wolf... an 
air force all by itself.”

We 
got the first side of the bomb-bay | 
loaded up all right. When we 
were rolling the first bomb on the 
other side up to the top station, 
the trouble began. 

“Now, we've loaded thousands 
and thousand of bombs in the two 
years we have been overseas and 
have never had a serious accident, 
so we weren't looking for any- 
thing to happen. But just as the 
bomb reached the station and was

En Route to 
Chicago One Knows— 


EN ROUTE CHICAGO, July 16.—In the night 
on the train, listening to the clamor of her iron 
wheels and couplings, feeling the swaying, the 
plunging weight hurrying through the darkness, 
you think— 

All over America tonight there are men and women on trains, 
hurrying through the darkness to Chicago, They are in the sleep- 
ers and in the day coaches. They lie behind their green curtains 
or they hunch themselves on the seats of the coach, hats over eyes, 
sleeping unrestful sleep, or watching with heavy eyes the lonely 
lights go by and the little towns come up with their cluster of lights. 

Somehow the picture of the trains give.a better picture and 
pattern of the vastness of America and her regions than the con- 
vention hall where they sit in ordered rows with printed banners 
to identify them. 

The trains travel from the south, rattling out of little towns 
with Indian names: past the cotton warehouses and the tobacco 
barns. where in 1943 the average farm income was $900. 

The trains come whistling out of the prairie country where the 
lambs and the beef cattle are bred and grazed and herded and 
shipped. 

They come out of the vegetable country where vegetables move 
on assembly lines, the fingers of Mexicans and Negroes sorting 
them, packing them, icing them. 

They rattle out of the great wheat and corn belts, where the 
average income last year was $5,000 for every farm in the belts, 
steaming along the level roadbed with the throttle open and_ the 
rich black earth rushes by on each side of them. 

It is something, this America. It has muscles and mind and a 
spirituality which now and then floods the country to cover all the 
meanness and littleness. 


You think of it, on the train. 

THE ECONOMIES This is one country and it is not one coun- 

try. It is ‘a country of economies: the cotton 
economy, the wheat economy, the prairie economy, the vegetable 
economy. 

All of it comes out of the earth, the good solid earth beneath 
the cross ties and the steel rails. The furnaces, the factories, the 
banks, the stores, they all come out of the land and they live and 
die on it and of it. 

The economy shapes a man’s life and his thinking. In the wheat 
belt the stores reflect it, selling things the farmers want for wheat. 
In the corn belt it is the same. The wagons, the corn shellers, the 
hybrid seed, the overalls. And in the lonely towns of the prairie 
country, and even in their big towns, one may see in the store 
windows the reflection of the prairie economy, saddles, bridles, 
tick dip, rope, worm pills, horse medicines, wire fencing, riding 
boots. ’ 

In the cotton south there are the little country stores we know. 
There are the back rooms where the odor of the fertilizer is rank 
and like a blow on the nose. There are the powders for poisoning 
the boll weevil, the plow points, the bridles, the ropes and harness. 
There are the shelves with cheap cotton ge@ods, the medicines, snuffs 
and work gloves; the hats, shoes ...and “things.” It is the same 
in the vegetable country, where the great trucks come and go. There 
are garages and “free coffee for truckers” and always the sound 
of their clashing gears as the quick seasons come and go. 

From all the nation the trains rush through the night and in 
them men are thinking, sleeping, talking, or looking out windows 
remembering. 

“Now out in my country... 

But it is all one country, somehow, by the grace of God and 
common sense and ideals about freedom and liberty and live and 
let live. 

And the trains whistle through the night and at junction towns 
in the glare of lanterns the cars are shunted from one train and 
hooked to another... to go on again. 

“Some more of them delegates, I guess,” says a switchman, 
wiping the sweat from his face. “What chance do you think Dewey 
has got, anyhow?”

Background and Voice 
Vital to Broadcaster 


Of all the news broadcasters we hear on our 
radios there are two who, in my listing, are by 
far the best. TNey are Robert St. John and 
John Vandercook. 

In the first place, both have excellent radio voices. They use 
those voices well. Secondly, both have the knowledge which en- 
ables them to report the war news from around the world with 
realistic “background” touches. | 

So, you will find, almost every day when they are on the air, 
this listener with his radio tuned in for St. John at 9:15 a. m. and 
Vandercook at 6:15 p. m. 

On Friday morning last, St. John told a story of beastial Ger- 
man cruelty that, in his own words, constitutes “the most horrible 
incident of all the horrible things the Germans have done.” 

The story was carried, too, by the Associated Press. In .case 
you didn’t read it in your paper, and did not hear it told by St. 
John, here it is again. It is impossible to overemphasize the vicious 
madness of these wild creatures called Germans. 

It is the story of a village in central 


VILLAGE MASSACRE : 
France, a village named Orsdour-Sur- 


Glane. The village, and all its people, died on June 10 last. 

On that day several truckloads of fully armed German SS troops 
drove into the little place. The German officer in command or- 
dered the mayor to have every inhabitant assemble at the village 
fair grounds. None were spared, the aged, the sick and the infirm 
and, even, a mother with her eight-day-old baby. 

At the fair grounds the men were taken, in groups of 20, to a 
barn and there shot to death. Then the women and children were 
herded into the village church and the doors fastened. A case of 
dynamite had, first, been placed in the church. An hour later the 
time fuse reached the detonator and the dynamite exploded, wreck- 
ing the church and leaving it in flames, with the screaming women 
and children dying inside. 

The Germans set fire to the entire village, destroying every 
home, every building. German soldiers stationed around the 
doomed city shot any trying to escape. 

That was on June 10, the day marking the second anniversary 
of that Czechoslovakian village, Lidice, which suffered like fate. 

Then, to add touch of final, fantastic horror to the story of 
Orsdour-Sur-Glane, the German commander for the district, a few 
days ago, had the audacity to apologize! He said that the destruc- 
tion of that village was a mistake, caused by gonfusion of names. 
It seems there is another village, less than 20 “miles away, with a 
somewhat similar name and it was this place the Germans had 
intended to destroy! There had been a misunderstanding in the 
transmission of orders. 

The reason? Well, no one knows, exactly. 
an arms dump had been found in the other village. 
few German soldiers had been killed there. 

Whatever the cause, whatever misunderstanding there was, 
Orsdour-Sur-Glane has been wiped from the map and all its peo- 


ple, (population 800) coldbloodedly slain, 
CORNERED RATS It is said the greatest factor in the refusal 
of the German people to surrender, is 


their fear of what may happen to them when the peoples they have 
outraged get a chance to turn against them. They fear wholesale 
slaughter, themselves. 

Maybe their fears are exaggerated. Perhaps the fact that- most 
of the peoples of the occupied countries are civilized, as compared 
to the barbaric rats the Germans have become, will prevent the 
full retribution which would be fully justified, being exacted. 

Somehow it is impossible to visualize sane Frenchmen exacting 
the lives of German civilians, women, children and the aged, in 
recompense for the dead of Orsdour-Sur-Glane. The 800 are dead 
and we may join with France in weeping for them. But all the 
retributive slaughter won't bring them back to life. 

We can only continue to destroy the remnants of the German 
war machine and clamp such rigid restrictions upon postwar Ger- 
man activity that they shall be forever restrained from again turn- 
ing loose their nightmare of lustful horror. It must not happen 
again, not if we have to place shackles upon the entire German 
nation for a century to come.

It is all a plot to perpetuate the President in office, as they 
appear to see it. 

Referring to Mr. Roosevelt's statement that, if nominated by 
the Democrats at the Chicago convention next week, he would 
accept as a “good soldier,’’ Mr. Brownell said this was the first 
time in history where a President of the United States had claimed 
that the title of commander in chief made him a soldier. 

That sounds a bit on the amateurish side. More like some of 
the vapid mutterings of old Harrison Spangler, Mr. Brownell’s 
inept predecessor. We had been given to believe Governor Dewey's 
campaign would be launched on a more professional level. 

Naturally Mr. Roosevelt was not describing himself as a soldier 
in the strict sense of the word. He was using a colloquial ex- 
pression merely in certifying his willingness to abide by any man- 
date of the party and the people in the coming November election. 

But the challenge by Governor Dewey's manager of the Presi- 
dent's use of the word invites a discussion as to the meaning of the 
term commander in chief as used in the constitution to define the 


chief executive’s powers, 

IN CONSTITUTION It need not be pointed out that Mr. Roose- 
velt did not arrogate to himself the use 

of the title. The constitution itself invests him with the rank. 

Moreover in the exercise of its rank it clothes him with certain 

powers over arid above his normal functions as President. 

That may not make the President asoldier to the extent that we 
speak of other members of the armed services, but neither does 
it relegate him to the status of a civilian. As commander in chief 
he is charged with the responsibility for directing the building up 
of the armed serwices. He appoints the chiefs of staff of the army 
and the navy, and it is within his power to make or break any 
general or admiral, subject, in part, to confirming action by the 
senate. ° 

Equally or more important, the title given him by the constitu- 
tion places on him the responsibility for directing the over-all strate 
gy of the country in time of war in relation to political and diplo- 
matic questions that arise. 

This is a function of the greatest importance in the type of 
war in which we are now engaged. Because of its global nature 
and the multiplicity of our allies the President has to serve as the 
chief source of authority in co-ordinating our various military and 
diplomatic moves. 

The only alternative to our present system would be to set up 
someone like Gen. Marshall or Gen. MacArthur as a military dic 
tator. And in that case it would be only logical to elect him Presi- 
dent. 

Considered in this light the President is, in fact, a soldier — 
just as much, or perhaps more so, than the army chief of staff, or 
the chief of naval operations, the two figures who direct the stra- 
tegic moves of the two branches of the armed service. 


NO UNIFORM The President. no doubt, could wear the uni- 
form of one or both branches of the service, 
if he chose. It is enlightening to note that he alone of all the 
government heads involved in the present war has not deigned to 
adopt the uniform of some branch of the armed service by way of 
denoting his rank as commander in chief. . 

Even Prime Minister Churchill at times appears in the uniform 
of a British admiral, as does King George. Premier Stalin is more 
often photographed in the role of a marshal than a civilian. 

And as for the Axis government heads, all of them from Hitler 
to Hirohito, continually parade in the trappings of their military 
sycophants. 

It does not seem appropriate for him to lay down the reins of 
office in the midst of a stupendous task not yet complete—and at 
the most crucial period in our history. 

Those who approve of Mr. Roosevelt’s over-all direction of the 
war effort have the same right to demand that he be kept on as the 
country has to insist on Gen. Marshall, our able chief of staff, con- 
tinuing his office until the job is finished. 

Certainly the President owes it to his own party to make him- 
self available to its wishes that he be a candidate for another term. 
He would be no less of a shirker if he quit now than Gen. Marshall 
would be if, without cause, he asked to be relieved of his duties at 
the very height of the war crisis. 

And if any evidence were needed of the demands the party is 
making for his continuance, there is the fact that not a single op 
ponent has come forward within the party to challenge him for 
the nomination. 

Governor Dewey would like to see the President divested of his 
title as commander in chief only by way of improving his own 
chances of winning the election. The constitution decrees other- 
wise, and the people have the right to decide.

Now Is the Time To F ace County Consolidation 


Gov. Arnall was quoted in the 
press as pointing out in a speech 
before the Athens Chamber of 
Commerce that “The real trouble 
with Georgia is the poverty of our 
people.” He went on to ask these 
questions: 


“Why don’t we. pay our school 
teachers more?” 


“Why don’t we pave our roads?” 

“Why don’t we improve the 
health of our people?” 

“Why don’t we do more for the 
University of Georgia System?” 
And he answered them all, “WE 
JUST DON'T HAVE THE 
MONEY.” 

WHY WASTE MONEY? 

To these questions the League of 
Women Voters adds one more: 

Since this is a poor state, why do 
we waste our money maintaining 
159 separate county governments? 

The picture that the Governor 
presents ‘s not encouraging. It is 
recognized to be the result of many 
involved and _ ramified factors. 
Still the fact remains that all of 
our problems are vastly increased 
by too many counties and poorly 
run counties. 


This fact is ably set forth by J. 
Thomas Askew, former president 
of Armstrong Junior College, now 
in the Navy, in “The County of the 
Southeast: Problems and Pros- 
pects.” Dr. Askew says, “That the 
county could contribute much to 
the reconstruction of the south is 
certain, and, if moderate solutions 
are to be found, the county must 
play an important role. But so far 


it remains the weakest link in the) 
Very. 


chain of government. ; 
soon the county must demonstrate 
an increased regard for efficient 
administration and local planning, 
or lose its historical position as a 
unit of local government, perhaps 
to the permanent injury of demo- 
cratic institutions.” 

While internal reorganization 
and modernizing of county govern- 
ment would help, greater benefits 


all receive benefits and services 
that no one of these alone could 
afford. Such merging of territory 
and pooling of funds would make 

ssible better schools, better 
ealth and welfare services. Peo- 
ple of the rural counties would 
undoubtedly vote for consolidation 
if they understood the advantages, 
and were allowed the opportunity. 


THREE OPINIONS 
Dr. Askew classifies people who

the importance of county govern- 
ment into three groups: 


“First, there are those who be- | 


lieve that the country should pay 
for and administer a great many 
county services, such as education, 
health, sanitation and country 
roads; this means inevitably that 
poorer counties would subsist on 
fewer and less well administered 
services. Second, those who be- 
lieve that the county has about 
outlived its usefulness as an ad- 
ministrative district and as a unit 
of local government and that serv- 
ices should be provided directly 
by the state for the people. Third, 
there are those who desire to pre- 
serve the county as an important 
unit of local government, because 
they believe a proper feeling of 
responsibility for government act- 
ions on the part of citizens can 
best be attained if some of our 
government emanates from home.

Meanwhile Donald M. Nelson, 
War Production Board chairman, 
announced that Boy Scouts will 
begin a two-month campaign Au- 
gust 1. to help overcome the na- 
tion’s “No. 1 war material short- 
age—waste paper.” 

“If we are to meet the paper 
requirement for military and es- 
sential civilian needs, we must 
collect and move to the paper 
mills an average of 667,000 tons 
of waste paper per month,” Nel- 
son said. 

The OPA authorized an increase 
of $5 a ton in the ceiling for baled 
paper in an effort to encourage 
dealers to pack the waste paper 
properly for use - paper mills.

* Bob Feller’s 1% and Dizzy’ Dean’s 17 strikeouts are sec- 
ondary. 

Daily was no freak. He could pitch, he could field and he 
could hit. 

Writers are recalling the performances of Daily in con- 
nection with the possibility that Pete Gray will be given a 
chance to make good in the major leagues next season. 

None of the present writers is old enough to have seen him 
perform, but the records are plain and the recollections of grandpa 
are vivid. ' 

One-Arm Daily was no phoney. 


_ Pete Gray’s Southern League play, 
Gray Recommended in his second season, has od 
extraordinary. Fans around the league have seen him hit home 
runs, lead in stolen bases, make sensational catches and great 
throws. 

Recently, Wid Matthews, the Brooklyn scout, watched Gray 
perform for about a week. He then returned to Brooklyn and 
advised Branch Rickey to buy him. 

“He can play in the National League,” Matthews reported. 
It may be Brooklyn has made an effort to buy Gray. But

Conferences will be sought this 
week between Mayor Hartsfield, 
H J. Cates and members of the 
health and sanitation committee of 
council, representing the city, and 
County Commissioner Fd L. Al. 
mand and County Attorney Harold 
Sheats in an effort to work out 
details of the proposed co-ordina- 
tion proposals. 

Roth Almand and Sheats said 
yesterday they will undertake to 
begin the conversations this week 
with the prospect of evolving a 


program under which the city will| 
incinerate all county garbage col-' 


lected from the northern section 
of the county and with arrange- 
ments for impounding of county 
animals at the city pouna. 


INCINERATOR BUSY ; 

Atlanta’s new $550,000 inciner- 
ator. which Mayor Hartsfield says 
is the best in the country with 
capacity sufficient to burn all the 
garbage in a radius of 50 miles 
of Atlanta, already has met a 
crisis in county garbage collections 
and is incinerating from four to 
five tons a day now for the county. 

City council at its July 3 ses- 
sion passed a resolution empower- 
ing the health and sanitation com-

Group 1B sellers, including ho- 
tels, cabarets and night clubs, 
may sell premium brands at 25 
cents for a 12-ounce bottle or 20 
cents for popular brands.

Proteins 
Needed 
For Energy 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Do you mind stepping on the 
scales in public? If not, flip over 
to the recipes, you’re not really 
overweight. But maybe that isn’t 
conclusive enough. ... If you 
rather like to be kidded about your 
curves, you are only pleasingly 
plump. If you are somewhat eva- 
sive on the subject but still good- 
natured, you are bordering on 
buxom and one day you'll decide 
to lose 20 pounds. If your weight 
is a touchy subject and you resent 
anyone asking it, and you wouldn’t 
get weighed in public for $10, then 
certainly you would be much hap- 
pier for reducing. 

I’d like to help you. I couldn't 
keep writing this column year aft- 
er year just to help folks get thin- 
ner or fatter—although, of course, 
I am interested in the health angle 
of normal weight. But what I 
really like about my job is that I 
believe I help you to be happier 
and to get more out of life. Now, 
if that sounds like the bunk you 
have never been terribly over- 
weight and unhappy about it, or 
for that matter, as thin as a string 
bean and wretched about that. 

Any of you who are greatly over- 
weight love to eat. You look on 
eating as a pleasure. It is; it should 

But you must see that over- 
eating is making life much less 
pleasant for you. Only when you 
can view overeating as the cause 
of your unhappiness do you have 
the right slant on this whole 
weight problem. 

You have tried dieting, of course, 
but couldn’t seem to stick to it. 
You felt so depressed and all-gone 
that you may think there ‘isn’t 
much use trying again. But you 
can eat to reduce. Try it. It is no 
strain on your will power because 
you put the science of nutrition to 
work for you. 

How to start? By making a list 
of the foods you should eat ev- 
ery day—the essential nutrients 
which must be the backbone of 
your menus. Regardless of how 
much too much you weigh, you 
need adequate protein, for other- 
wise you feel weak and hungry. 
For protein, have an egg a day, a 
serving of lean meat ar fish or 
fowl, and two glasses of skim milk 
or buttermilk. For more minerals 
and vitamins, have three vegeta- 
bles a day, one a green leafy, and 
one a yellow; have a citrus fruit, 
plus another fruit; have three thin 
slices of whole grain or enriched 
bread, or whole grain cereal and 
two slices. 

Try menus built around those 
foods for 10 days and you will be 
sold on eating to reduce. You will 
lose two to three pounds each week 
and you will feel better than when 
you ate anything you pleased.
